Campus  Expansion  Continues 


Ai'chitect’s  sketches  of  the  next  build- 
ings on  the  Avila  College  campus — a 
student  center  and  a dormitory — were 
released  this  week  by  Angus  McCallum, 
architect,  for  viewing  by  college  officials. 

Pictured  below  is  the  student  center  in 
a special  release  of  the  sketch  for  friends 
and  alumnae  of  the  college.  The  center 
will  serve  day  students  as  well  as  the 
124  students  housed  in  the  dormitoi-y. 

Start  Construction  Soon 
“Very  shortly,  drawings  will  be  in  the 
hands  of  contractors,”  McCallum  report- 
ed this  week  when  queried  about  the 
forthcoming  construction.  After  draw- 
ings are  submitted  to  contractors,  the 
contractors  %vill  have  approximately 
three  weeks  in  which  to  submit  bids  for 
the  final  letting  of  contracts.  Construc- 
tion will  follow  the  bid  letting  with 
occupancy  scheduled  for  September,  1964. 

Both  buildings  will  be  constructed  on 
an  approved  government  loan  of 
$1,081,000.  The  college  must  add  $89,000 
to  the  student  center  cost  to  pay  for 
what  the  Federal  Housing  and  Home 
Agency  terms  “excess  size.”  The  term 


“excess  size"  refers  to  that  space  added 
to  the  center  to  sei-ve  young  women  from 
the  Kansas  City  area  who  will  not  be 
boarding  students. 

These  buildings  will  raise  the  cost 
of  the  college  thus  far  to  an  excess  of 
two  and  a half  million  dollai*s.  The 
present  academic  hall  and  the  adminis- 
tration-library building  were  paid 
through  a one  million  dollar  grant  from 
the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  or  Carondelet 
and  from  a $250,000  fund  accumulated 
by  Avila  College  for  expansion. 

Campus  Move  Complete 
The  buildings  will  become  the  third 
and  fourth  stnictures  on  the  college  site 
at  119th  and  Womall  Road,  just  south 
of  Red  Bridge.  Classes  were  opened  on 
the  Wornall  Road  campus  in  September 
following  a complete  move  from  5600 
Main  Street,  the  location  of  the  college 
(formerly  College  of  St.  Teresa)  since 
its  founding  in  1916. 

The  academic  unit  and  an  administra- 
tion-library building  now  being  used  by 
students  and  faculty  were  started  last

Envoys  Will 
Approach  Business, 
Nov.  25-Dec.  7 

Business  and  professional  men  working 
for  the  ten-year  development  plans  of 
Avila  College  through  the  annual  Con- 
tinuing Support  Progj'am  will  be  making 
calls  upon  Kansas  City  businesses  during 
the  week  of  Nov.  25,  it  was  announced 
at  the  fall  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Councilors  held  on  campus.  Monday,  Oct. 
28. 

«ccording  to  John  B.  Bachofer,  chair- 
I of  the  Councilors  who  form  the  lay 
isory  board,  approximately  100  En- 
voys for  Avila  College  will  take  part  in 
the  final  1963  solicitation  of  annual 
funds  for  Avila  expansion. 

The  Envoy  goal  this  year,  as  outlined 
by  Roy  Daly  and  Thomas  M.  Reardon, 
co-chairmen  of  the  Envoys,  is  $125,000 — 
funds  needed  to  furnish  the  two  buildings 
now  occupied  by  the  college.  The  greater 
portion  of  the  cost  is  in  science  equip- 
inent  and  the  language  laboratory. 

In  speaking  about  the  financial  needs 
of  the  college,  Sister  Olive  Louise,  presi- 
dent, announced  that  $88,000  of  the

ance. According  to  Sister  Felice,  chair- 
man  of  the  drama  department  under 
whose  direction  the  plays  are  produced, 
the  necessity  of  such  an  audience  cur- 
tailment stems  from  lack  of  auditorium 
facilities  on  the  new  campus. 

The  situation  points  up  the  need  for 
the  fine  arts  center  which  will  become 
the  fifth  building  on  the  campus.  Present 
plans  call  for  the  center  construction 
during  the  1964-65  school  year.  Until 
the  center  with  an  auditorium  is  open, 
however,  Sister  Felice  says  the  depart- 
ment will  utilize  experimental  theater, 
coffee-house  techniques,  and  theater-in- 
the-round  methods  :ind  produce  plays  in 
Ihe  temporary  lounge  facilities  in 
O’Rielly  Hall.

Professor  Receives  ^6,000  NIH  Research  Grant  ®

enables  her  to  continue  work  started  at  the  university. 


Dr.  Maud  W.  Sandoval,  assistant  pro- 
fessor in  biology,  has  been  awarded  a 
post-doctoral  research  grant  by  the  Na- 
tional Institutes  of  Health.  Under  the 
conditions  of  the  grant,  Dr.  Sandoval 
receives  $6000  for  a year  of  research  and 
will  be  assisted  by  Avila  College  science 
majors. 

The  grant  was  awarded  by  the  Insti- 
tutes’ agency  of  Allergy  and  Infectious 
Diseases  and  enables  Dr.  Sandoval  to 
continue  research  into  the  nature  of  cell 
sites  involved  in  histamine — anti-hista- 
mine intej'actions  with  cells.  The  project 
was  initiated  while  she  was  obtaining  a 
doctorate  in  biochemistry  at  Kansas 
State  University. 

Scientific  techniques  used  by  the 
physical  chemists  will  be  employed  by 
Dr.  Sandoval  during  the  work.  This  will 
enable  the  Avila  students.  Dr.  Sandoval 
says,  to  become  acquainted  with  the 
physical-chemical  approach  to  research 
in  biology. 

The  professor  is  in  her  second  year 
as  a member  of  the  Avila  College  science 
department.

Consti-uction  on  both  build- 
ings is  complete  except  for  work  await- 
ing settlement  of  the  Glaziers  Union 
strike. 

Furnishings  in  the  present  buildings 
cost  an  additional  $126,00  an  amount  also 
deemed  necessary  to  fuimish  the  next 
two  buildings. 

The  buildings  represent  the  first  in 
a three-phase  building  plan  of  the  ten- 
year  development  program  of  the  Col- 
lege. A fine  arts  center  will  be  the  fifth 
building  for  construction  and  is  planned 
for  occupancy  in  September,  1965. 

In  all,  the  college  expects  to  erect  12
